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Staines is a prosperous market town on the banks of 
the'Thames at the point where the River Colne joins the 
main stream. It boasts a considerable antiquity, being 
identical with the Roman Ad Pontes. In the vicinity is 
the “ London Stone,” a rough column raised on a pedestal, 
marking the boundary of the jurisdiction of the 
Lord Mayor of London (now the Thames Conservancy).
